derlp: by occaſion whereof, many robberies, and felonies, and other 
|| Hozrible crimes and offences be committed and done, to the high dil⸗ 
l pleaſure of Almightie God, and to the great hurt ol her good a louing 


Subiects, The chiefe occaſion whereof, ſeemeth to be the want of good execution of the good lawes 
and ſtatutes, made fo2 the punichment offuch maſterleſſe men, idle, and vagrant perſons, Whereloꝛe 
her Maieſtie, minding with ſome ſeueritie pꝛeſently to haue the ſayd good Lawes a Statutes alrea- 


dy pꝛouided againſt ſuch perſons, to be duely put in execution, hath thought good by this her Pꝛocla⸗ 


mation, tonotifie the ſame her Highneſſe pleaſure, to all her louing Subiects: And therefoze doeth 
ſtraightly charge a command, all perſons that by the Lawes ol this Realme may be taken foz rogues 


oꝛ vagabonds, and all idle perſons, and maſterleſſe men, not hauing wherewith to liue on, noꝛ liuing 


by anp la wkull labour oz occupation, and being her naturall bozne Subiects, that they and enerpof 
them, do within two dayes next alter the publiſhing of this Pzoclamation,depart a auoid themſelues 
from the ſaid Cities ot London a weſtminſter, and the Suburbs ot the lame, and from the Bozough 
ol South ware, and all other Townes and willages within ſeuen miles compalle of the ſaid Cities 


and Boꝛough, and from thence to repaire tothe countreis a places where they were bozne, and there 


to tarp a abide in ſome la wrull wozke and exerciſe, as they ought to doe, vpon paines and penalties li⸗ 
mited and ex pꝛeſſed in the Lawes and Statutes pꝛouided againſt ſuch offenders, And her Maieſties 
further pleaſure 4 expꝛeſſe commandement is, that the Maioꝛ, Aldermen, a Recoꝛder of the ſaid Citie 


of London, a al Juſtices of Peace within the Counties ol Middleſer, Kent, Surrep, a Eſſex, and ſpe⸗ 
ciallp al thoſe Juſtices that be within the limits atoꝛeſaid, that they a euery of them, as they wil auoyd 
her Dighnes diſpleaſure, doe from time to time, as occaſion ſhal ſerue, cauſe good watch to be ſet, and 


ſearch to be made, in al places where they ſhal thinke conuentent,fo2 the appꝛehending, arreſting, and 


taking ok all ſuch idle vagrant perſons, and maſterles men, and that they cauſe the ſame with al ſpeed 
to be impꝛiſoned, and duly puniſhed, accoꝛding to the tenoꝛ andeffect ofher Maieſties Lawes and ſta⸗ 
tutes in ſuch caſes pꝛouided, without any toller ation oꝛ fauour whatſoeuerto be ſhewed vnto any ol 
them. And her Maieſtie doth alſo ſpecially charge and command the ſaid Maioꝛ, Aldermen, and Res 
coꝛder of London, and all Juſtices ol Peace, Bailifesof Liberties and Franchiſes within the ſaide 
Cities, Townes, and limites, that they and euery of them, within the limites of their turiſdictions, 
doe from time to time cauſe good ſearch to bee made, as well in all common Tablinghouſes, Innes, 
Alehouſes, and Tiplinghouſes, as alſo in all Bowling Allepes, and other places where any gaming 
oꝛ play is vſed and frequented, and there to appzehend and take ſuch ſuſpected perſons, being maſter⸗ 
les men, ot euill name and fame, not hauing where withall to mainteine their idle life, and the ſame lo 
appꝛehended and taken, to commit to pꝛiſon, there to remaine, vntil they ſhal receiue ſuch punichment 
and cozrection,as by the lawes a ſtatutes of this Realme is a ſhalbe due vnto them. And her Highnes 
is further pleaſed a contented, that the Maioꝛ ofthe laid City of London, hal haue power a authoꝛitie 


from time to time, to pꝛoclaime a publich this pzeſent Pꝛoclamation in al places within the ſatd Citie 


and Suburbes, ſo often as to him ſhallſeeme needeful and conuenient. Giuen at her Maieſties Ho⸗
